A meteor eXploded near Elkhorn, 
Wis., and deposited on the ground a mass 
resembling the cellular slag from an iron 
furnace. A circular space of sixty-six 
feet in diameter was covered with this 
substance, which presented the appear- 
ance of haying fallen in a hot fluid mass, , 
spattering round the scori# after it had 
struck.

The Panama Star and Herald of the 
Ist inst. says: The schooner Petrel will 
probably sail hence to-day for Punta 
Arenas, whence she is to take another 
treasure-seeking mies to the Island of 
Cocos. The expedition is well provided 
with money, and will, we learn, take 
with them the only man now living who 
really possesses any reliable information 
in regard to the locality of the treasure 
deposit. Should this expedition fail, 
there will be no use in making any fur- 
ther attempt to discover the treasure, 
We are led to believe that among the 
m@ty are some agents of the Costa Rica 
Jovernment, who go to take formal pos- 
‘session of the Island in the name of that 
Republic, which has always laid claim to 
its ownership, but has never vet planted 
a flag on it. 


THE Avalanche of yesterday boasts 
that it ‘“*was the first paper in the 
State to raise the banner of Universal 

Suffrage.”” That we take to be true. 
It was, indeed, an utter surprise to 
us, when, at the Brownsville Conven- 
tion, the editor-in-chief of the Ava- 
lanche introduced the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That, if the freedmen of 
this State unite with the Democracy, 

and by their votes secure the enfran- 

chisement of the white men who are 
now disfranchised, common justice 
and common gratitude command that 
we should not disturb them in any 

rights they may now possess.”’ 

Gen. PIKE, who sat by our side, in- 
stantly sprang to his feet in opposi- 
tion. But, with a protest in behalf of 
himeelf and others, the resolution was 
adopted by a vote not unanimous. 

The Convention was not assembled or 

organized with the understanding that 

such an expression would be given. 

And, accordingly, neither the Ap- 
PEAL, with which Gen. PIKE was 
then connected, nor the Ledger, then 
in the hands of the editor of this 
paper, felt themselves bound by the 
action of that Convention, except so 
far as the nominations were concerned, 
which it was its legitimate. object to 
secure. The negro suffrage resolution 
was, under the circumstances, in the 
nature of a snap judgment, by which 

very many, and, as we believed, the 
yreat majority of the then Demo- 
cratic party refused to be bound. 
There was, at that very moment, a- 
set of resolutions lying on the table of 
the mother Democratic club of Shelby 

county, which had = been 

postponed for deliberation, and 
in order that no indiscreet and 
hasty action should taken. 

Those resolutions were introduced 
by F. A. TYLER, one of the members 

of the organization, and declared that 

the African race, in the event of the 

success of the Democratic party, should 
have all the liberality, kindness and 
encouragement of the white men of 
the Democratic party which it was 
possible should be given to them, and 
everything that white men asked or 
desired, except that, for which white 
men alone were qualified, the right to 
vote, to sit on juries, and to hold the 
offices of the State. They were laid 
on the table, on the motion of their 
author and at the request of several 
distinguished gentlemen, for whom 
the author had too much respect to 
persist in any rash manner in pressing 
his resolutions, and some of whom 
have since assured him of their con- 

clusion that the resolutions were well 
judged andshould have been promptly 
adopted. But, soit was; it wasa time 
when prudent men might well hesitate 
as to the best policy, and when any 
positive resolution thrown on the po- 
litical arena might prove by the event 
either right or wrong, good or evil. 
Before these resolutions could be acted 
on in Shelby county, the Convention 
met at Brownsville—a Convention 
sent to nominate candidates, and for 
nothing else, and wholly unauthor- 
ized to lay down as Democratic doe- 
trine a resolution indirect antagonism 
with the platform laid down at 
Chicago, and by which the 
whole Democratic party of the coun- 
try was as unquestionably bound as a 
party could be, by a convention au- 
thorized to give an exposition of opirf® 
ions, and to speak inthe name of the 
people. The Convention at Browns- 
ville could not thus legislate’ for the 
nation or the State of Tennessee; and 
certainly it cannot be pretended that 
the combination of the Aralanche and 
the Nashville Banner with that Con- 
vention has given any higher law to 
the party and bound the State. 

We heartily consent that our neigh- 
bor has been most faithfully consistent 
with his resolution ever since he 
hoisted the pro-negro bunting and 
threw out that bait, which in the 
pending election may have eaught 
some seventy negro votes, which were 
about as sure without it. But the dif 

ficulty in the matter is to show that it 
was right or expedient to hoist such a 
flag. And it will be Still more difii- 

cult to show that the State has con- 

sented to it. Certainly it was not de- 

cided in the election then pending, in 

which the Democratic party was bad- 

ly beaten. How, then,thas it been de- 

cided that the people of Tennessee are 

for negro suffrage on the sole ground 

of gratitude to thenegro? What have 


Omaha is given to absinthe drinks 


ing, To use the language of one of the‘ 


political helm, which they are incapa- 
ble of managing either for their own 
profit or that of the white race? The 
resolution itself was conditional. Has 
that condition been complied with? 
And evenif it had, who is bound by it 
but a few men unauthorized against 
the platform of their own party (which 
was for a white man’s government) to 
give pledges in the name of the whole 
people? 

Is it replied that the election of SEN- 
TER has determined the matter? The 
election of SENTER determines noth- 
ing but this, that the people of Ten- 
nessee have chosen one of two Racti- 
cal candidates, both of whom 
pened to be for universal suffrage, and 
ata time when, by reason of the dis- 
franchisement of eighty thousand 
freemen, they were unable to choose 
their own. The election of SFEN'TER 
only proves that when the people saw 
no certainty of electing their real 
choice they consented of two evils to 
choose the least. Will any man rea- 
sonably pretend that all the views of 
SENTER have been endorsed, and that 
the people are bound to all his Radi- 
cal policies, negro suffrage included? 
We cannot concur in such a view, and 
the meeting of the Legislature will, 
we think, very conclusively attest the 
contrary. 
The question of negro suffrage is 
yet an open one, except that it is an 
existing fact, accepted by the people, 
as not to be unlawfully infringed. 
But the State has not, by its fair 
vote of all its people, given 
its voice in favor of such 
an extension of the franchise as wise, 
politic or expedient, as patriotic, as 
sound in statesmanship, as expedient 
or for the good of the races, whitefor 
black. The question whether the 
franchise should remain as it is or be 
enlarged or restricted is one for the 
philosopher and the statesman, for 
the good citizen and the lover of coun- 
try, yet to be determined. The 
fifteenth amendment has not been 
adopted, and never will be, except by 
the force of the bayonet compelling a 
portion of the States, which, when 
once set free, may think agaim and 
rectify what all experience has so far 
gone to show is an atrocious evil. 
Besides, the question is an open one 
for adjudication before the courts of 
the States and the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Anterior to that 
decision can the matter be considered 
as finally settled?’ On the contrary, 
in view of the fact that the measure is 
one born of radicalism, which is near 
its end and unable to rear it to matu- 
rity, and in view of the fact that it has 
not been pronounced on by the com- 
petent authorities, by the Judiciary 


-or by the States, is it not plainly evi- 


dent that the mischievous dilution of 
sovereignty has. not yet been engrafted 
on the permanent policy of this na- 
tion? 

If the question had been fairly set- 
tled it should be set at rest. We are 
not of those who would revive obso- 
lete issues to disturb society. We are 
willing to accept and abide by all law- 
ful decisions, when they have once 
been made. But we protest against 
helping to fasten an injurious policy, 
on the country,by treating it as settled 


to silence, when the question being 
still an open one, it is a fair subject 
for reflection, for inquiry and debate. 
If ithas been settled ir? some sort of 
radical and hideous shape, as seems by 
some to be supposed, it has been set- 
tled against against right. 
The very press which affirms the de- 
cision has not advanced the arguments 
on which that decision rests. We 
have heard of a judge who always 
gave right decisions, and, also, always 
wrong reasons for them. But the ad- 
vocates of negro suffrage have no rea- 
sons to give. They do not even be- 
‘lieve it right, and dare not rise to the 
dignity’ of giving reasons at all. The 
only possible reason which can be 
given is that of party interest and pol- 
icy, and that is so doubtful that the 
very Radicals themselves who have 
essanyed it, have always” shrunk 
from the utterance—if we except those 
who have been flung up as the scum 
of the war, and whose irresponsibility 
for their opinions is on a par with the 
value of those they entertain. Is it 
not strange that a mattet of so grave 
importance as this should be treated 
as settled and fixed permanently as an 
institution of the American States, 
even before it has undergone the or- 
deal of common discussion’ That 
may accord with the bayonet, but it 
does not suit freemen or free institu- 
tions. | 

To our friend of the Avalanche, who 
was the first to raise the banner of 
Universal Suffrage, be all the glory. 
SENTER is elected with his help, but 
not by himalone. If SENTER should 
prove a bad Governor, or he should 
ever be able to see from the argument 
that negro suffrage is baneful to the 
American people, we hope he will 
come over to our side. We shall only 
deal with this subject as an open ques- 
tion, and while it remains one. We 
are too conservative to disturb any 
beneficial and settled institution. 


Tur “Old Folks”’ of Memphis 
yesterday observed their anniversary 
by a picnie at Bartlett. The attend- 
‘ance was large, and the occasion one 
of the most enjoyable of all that have 
‘been afforded by the venerable asso- 
ciation. Elsewhere we give a full re- 
port of it, to which we refer the gen- 
eral reader, The oration of Gen.

‘FINANCE, 
AILY APPEAL 

The forthcoming report of the Western 
Union Telegraph company covers the op- 
erations of that coynpany for thyee years, 
and, is yery voluminous, We give the 
following items of interest to the stock- 
holders and the public. The report is 
wrought up to July i, 1369, The capital 
now stated ai £11,068,100; ofthis 
amount the company owes $502,000, leav- 
ing stock upon which dividends have to 
pad ta the amonnt of §410,561,100. The 
debt of the company amounts to 
#4 634,100. To provide for its payment the 
company ‘established on the Ist of May, 
967; a sinking fund of $20,000 per month, 
and the amount now to the eredit of the 
sinking fund is $521,000. At the annual 
meeting anthority was. giyen to purchase 
any pom ing lines that it may be desi- 
rable to absorb, but po further issue of 
ponds or stock will be made nnless it has 
the assent of two-thirds of the directors, 
and is ratified by a majority of the stock- 
holders, who are in future to vote upon 
any increase of capital. The lines of the 
company now extend from Plaister Cove, 
Cape Breton, to Indianola, Texas, on the 
Atlantic coasl, and 1.08 Angeles to the 
Rish'yox Fisheries, 800 miles north of New 


Westminster, British Columbia, on thef 


Pacific. They occupy every State and 
Territory, except Minnesota and New 
Mexico, and with the lines in these they 
have exclusive connections. During the 
four years the constrictiom and recon- 
tructton ‘of lines has amounted to over 3u 
per cent, of the whole length of line owned 
by the company: New line built, poles 
and wires, 7968 miles; new wire erected, 
127 miles: ‘line reconstructed, 17,580 
‘This has been a decidedly dull day in 
money matters and rates are unchanged 
every respect. The demaypa for money 
gontinues to inerease as the season ad- 
yances, and, so far as we can learn by in- 
quiry, good paper is accommadated quite 
liberally, when we consider that the mar- 
két is called close.
